Origin of the Storm 
The storm originated in 
the 
far 
southwest, according to the weather 
bureau authorities, moved northeast­ 
ward over the Mississippi valley, the 
l a k e region and 
was 
centered 
last 
night in the St. Law rence valley. But 
the backbone of it is believed to be 
broke n, according to the weather fore­ 
cast and its force is expended. 
The 
disturbance swept the distance prac­ 
tically as great as the width of the 
country in thirty-six hours. 
High winds and gales marked its 
passage, new records lor wind volclty 
were established in 
Buffalo, Toledo 
and Cleveland where the gauges reg­ 
istered eighty-eight miles 
an 
hour. 
Gales swept Hie entire lake region to- 
day, skirting the Ohio valley where 
tile wind volocity was also unusual. 
The force of the storm was felt in 
North* rn New York, but tile southern 
part of the state 
escaped.
